DIVVER'S RESIGNATION NO SURPRISE. 


He Was Forced Out By His Own 
District Committee, 


SEVERAL RUMORS ON THE STREETS 


‘One That Tim Campbell Wil! Be In- 


duced to Witbdraw in Order Tbat 
Miner May Win.

New York, October 22.—The heavy work 
of the local eampaign began today at al! 
the headquarters except those of Hugh J. 
Grant, at the Union Square hotel. Some 
Tammany men believe that the shorter 
the campaign the better it will be for 
Grant. The whole effort of Tammany, 
according to the present programme, will 
be directed towards drawing party lines, 
and aH talk about the record of Grant 
and Tammany generally will be met by 
the assertion that this is “threshing over 
old straw’’ and that the salvation of the 
democratic party is the one thing at 
stake. 

The resignation of Judge Divver as a 
member of the Tammany executive com- 
mittee and leader of the second assembly 
district, last Saturday night, caused no 
surprise. Divver was forced out by the 
general committee of his own district, not 
by the executive committee or by Hugh 
J. Grant. The réport that Divver is to 
resign his police judgeship is not generally 
believed. His friends say that the will 
move up town, but will hoid on to his 
$3,000 a year till the end of his term. 

Wissig’s Deciination. 

Timothy Sullivan and several members 
of the Tammany general committee in the 
third @assembly district jwient to police 
headquarters at 8 o’clock tonight to file 
a declination of Phil Wissig for the can- 
didature for assemblyman in that district, 
and also the certificate of nomination of 
Counselor Dan O'Reilly as the Tammany 
candidate for asgemblyman in Wissig's 
place. When the party reached head- 
quarters there was no one to receive the 
papers and they left promising to be back 
later. 

Anothes of the rumors which flew about 
among the politicians this afternoon and 
caused considerable excitement was that 
there was to be a meeting in one of the 
yp-town hotels this afternoon between Mr. 
Grace and several of the leaders of Tam- 
muny hell in the interest of complete 
harmony. As it was understood at the 
time harmony was to be brought about 
by the conference through a disposition of 
the congressmen from this city, it was 
said that the conference would decide that 
one democratic candidat: for congress 
would be sufficient in each district, and 
having come to that conclusion, would 
recommend the withdrawal of candidates 
on one side or thi other in order that no 
republican could, by any possibility, slip 
in through a-division of the democratic 
forces. 

Tammany for Harmony. 

The principal work of the conference 
was to decide on just how many demo- 
cratic candidates for congress should. be 
State democrats, and how many Tammany 
hall men. Tammany, as it was told, was 
ready to make almost any sacrifice in 
order to secure perfect harmony and in- 
sure the success of the democratic state 
apd local tickets. * 

There are nine congressmen elected 
from this city, and of these it was said 
that in two districts certainly, and three 
probably, the Tammany candidates would 
he advised by the conference to withdraw 
from the contest. One district in which it 
was Said the Tammany candidate for con- 
gress would certainly be adviseddto with- 
draw was the fifteenth, where Jacob A. 
Cantor was placed in nomination by Tam- 
many hall, and Colonel Robert Grier Mon- 
roe by the state democracy. It is said 
that if Mr. Grace does nothing else, he 
will insist that Canton withdraw and 
Monroe be permitted to have a free field 


One of the other rumors connected with 
this same conference was that sufficient 
influence would be brought to bear on 
Timothy J. Campbell, -by somebody, from 
somewhere, to induce him to withdraw 
from the contest in the ninth district in 
order that the election of Henry C. Miner 
be at no time endangered.

ARMY OFFICERS TO BE APPOINTED 


As Heretofore, to Fjll Vacancies as 
Indian Agents. 

Washington, October / 22.—While the In- 
dian officials at one time showed a desire 
to appoint civilians gis Indian agents in 
place of army officers; where army officers 
have been relieved, it has now been de- 
termined to fill such’ vacancies with army 
officers. The war department has been 
asked to designate army officers to fill va- 
cancies in each case. During the sum- 
mer there were several instances where 
some dissatisfaction was felt by the army 
officers who were assigned to Indlan agen- 
cies, and the Indian officials were con- 
vinced that the b,# interests of the In- 
dians would be sudderved by having civil- 
ians appointed. ‘This has been changed 
somewhat by the return of Secretary Smith, 
who is well aware fof the opinions entertain- 
ed by the president on this subject. The 
law is rather explicit, and says that army 
officers must be designated unless in the 
opinion of the president they should 
be civilians. { Before a civilian 
is appointed it must be made 
plain to the baba that such ac- 
tion is necessary’.. In cases where present 
vacancies exist it has not been made ap- 
parent thet army officers will not be as 
good for the service. Several civilian appli- 
cations have beem made for the vacancies, 
but all the candcliidates are doomed to dis- 
appointment.

A NEAT TRAP SET FOR THE PAIR 


Who Confessed Their Guilt When 
Arrested. 


BEATING THEIR WAY DOWM. SOUTH 


Taking Collections on the Way,and Liv- 
ing On Handouts from Charitable 
People—A Queer story of Crime. 


Columbia, S. C., October 22.—William A. 
Beach and H. Clay Sinsabaugh, who are 
charged with being accomplices in the 
recent stamp robbery in Washington, were 
arrested here tonight. In the press ac- 
count of the robbery of the 50,000 stamps, 
the press dispatches said: 

“The third member of the group con- 
cerned in the larceny and sale of the 
postal paper is Wibliam A. Beach, not 
connected with any deparement, but thus 
far he has succeeded in eluding the search 
of the detectives who have a warrant for 
him.” 

The dispatch goes on to say that the 
men took the momey to use forsport. There 
is every reason to believe that the men who 
stole and used the money derived from 
the stamps led a fast and reckless life 
whila the money lasted. Beach took the 
trouble to keep an itemized diary, and it 
shows how freely Smith, the chies stamp 
thief, spent the money he got from his 
stamps and how he went around the 
country with lewd women. 

In was a pretty piece of detective work, 
the arrest of Beach and his pal, Sinsa- 
baugh. Just yet it is not known why Sin- 
sabaugh is wanted, but Chief Daly, to be 
on the safe side, arrested both of the 
men as directed by the chief of the secret 
serv.ce. Beach owned up to the whole 
affai:. There was wothing else for him 
to do, as the papers on him told who he 
was. 

The Correspondence. 

Chief Daly received the following tele- 
graphic warning several days ago: 

‘To the Chief of Police, Columbia, 8. C.— 
William A. Beach, aged twenty-five or 
twenty-six years, height about five feet 
seven, weight about 130, complexion miedi- 
um, large head, small dark brown mus- 
tache and hair, wore dark pants, light 
mixed colored coat and vest, black silk 
shirt, blue tie, light colored split hat, 
may have change of new clothing, patent 
leathe: shoes, is a billfard room attendant, 
is wanted as an accomplice in disposing 
of stolen United States postage stamps. 
Said pie was going to your city last 
Wednesday; have search made for him; 
is going under the name of Ned Lawrence. 
You will find letter in mail addressed to 


him as Ned Lawrence, care postoffice. 
Put man at postoffice to shadow for him. 


i have United States warrant here for 
him. Answer. WILLIAM P. HAZEN,

The Men Carnght. 


As soon as the messages were received 
Chief Daly stationed a policeman at the 
postoffice and made inquiry at all the 
printing offices for Sinsabaugh. It was 
not long after the men arrived in the city 
that he was on their track, but he wanted 
them to go to the postoffice and call. for 
their letters. They strolled up there and 
so did a couple of police. The postoffice 
clerks had been advised to give the cue 
when Ned Lawrence, allas Beach, and 
Sinsabaugh called for their mail. When 
they called for mail the young lady clerk 
ealled Mr. Sadler Gillespie, and he pre- 
sented a pistol at the young men and 
asked them into a private room. They 
went. The police were then called in and 
got their men. The men admitted thei* 
identity and willingly went to jail. 

One of Them Talks. 


Here is what Sinsabaugh had to 

"I am a printer and have sain: 8 been 
one. Beach asked me to go south with him. 
I am perfectly ignorant of any difficulty and 
had nothing to do with any stamp robberies. 
I have been around to the printing offices 
trying to get work."’ 

Beach said he sold some of Smith’s 
stimps, “like a damn fool.’’ He said he was 
in charge of the billiard room at Willard’s 
hotel when Smith came in and told him his 
wife was in the millinery business; that 
they had some stamps and he would like 
him (Beach) to sell some for him on 5 per 
cen{ commission. 

“We have a news stand,”’ said Beach, “and 
it cla not take long to sell the _ first lot, 
abo $25; then Smith brought more, and 
I Kh on selling until I sold about $125 worth 
whea I shut off, as I thought something was 
wrong. Until then I thought everything was 
all tght.”’ 
nth declared that if he had known what 

was up to, he would have had plenty 
of the stuff himself. The two men joked and 
chatted Mke old handers and kicked about 
having to go to bed so early. Beach wanted 
to ge} copies of the papers containing his 
intervew, and was sorry that the local

Princeton, Ky., October 22.—Considerable 
excitement is reported in South Christian, 
in the neighborhood of Lafayette and Pee 
Dee, over the efforts of negro leaders to 
work up a race riot.The animus is the hang- 
ing of Griffey, from Christian county, whose 
victim, Miss Lena Berry, lived in La- 
fayette. He was brought there for safe 
keeping, but the mob, after three inef- 
fectual attempts, formed in a section where 
the crime was committed, came here, took 

the negro from the jail and lynched him.

Berlin, October 22.—The 8t. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Tageblatt finds that 
all preparations in the Russian capital 
point to the succession of the Czarowitz 
Nicholas. He says that the war office al- 
ready holds in readiness the standards of 
Nicholas II. The czarowitz’s marriage 
with the Princess Alix of Hesse, he adds, 
will be hastened, in view of the house law, 
declared by Emperor Paul Il, that no un- 
married heir should succeed to the throne. 
Should the czarowitz be childless upon 
ascending the throne, the Grand Duke Mi- 
chael, his young brother, would be declared 
the heir presumptive. 

The Latest Bulletin.

He asked the London foreign office 
to cable him instructions. 

The Graphic has this dispatch from Che- 
mulpo: Four hundred Japanese have been 
quartered in the king’s palace, in Seoul, in 
consequence, it is said, of the discovery that 
the king’s father is in league with the Ton 
ghak rebels. The king’s-second son started 
for Hiroshima, Japan, on October 15th 
with a quantity of presents for the mikado. 
Some 1,800 Japanese, who were wounded in 
battle, are under treatment here. There 
are many more in Seoul, and 2,100 have been 
sent to Japan. At Ping Yang there are 1,200 
Chinese in the hospital. 

Other dispatches repeat the previous 
reports as to the opening of letters sent by 
Europeans in Corea. The mail bag opened 
between Chemulpo and Seoul was detained 
three weeks. 

A dispatch to The Times from Tien-Tsin 
says a report is current there that seven- 
teen Japanese warships, under Admiral 
Ito, have assembled at Ping-Yang inlet. 
Thornton Haven, it is said, has never been 
occupied by the Japanese. The Chinese 
fleet is reported to be at Wei-Hai-Wei. 

Know Nothing About It. 

London, October 22.—Inquiries made at 
the Chinese legation here regarding the 
report from Tien-Tsin saying that negotia- 
tions for peace between China and Japan 
were in progress at Seoul, the capital of 
Corea. show that the Chinese officials have 
no hews on the subject, and that they do 
not believe it probable that such negotia- 
tions wesld be conducted at Seoul. 


PAYMENT OF SALARIES, 


Was the Question Before the Social- 
ist Congress. 

Frankfurt-on-the-Main, October 22.—The 
socialist congress today debated fhe ques- 
tion of the payment of official salaries. 
Herr Bebel contended that it would not be 
possible to pay able socialists salaries be- 
low the market value of their abilities. 
Well executed work wgs necessary, and 
a high class of intellectual labor should re- 
ceive adequate remuneration. 

Several delegates replied, taking the 
ground that the present salaries paid by 
the organization to members of the reich- 
stag were too high. The maximum, they 
believed, ought to be fixed at 3,000 marks 
a year, with a view to putting a stop toa 
dangerous influx of educated mercenaries. 
A heated debate ensued. 

Before the debate began Herr Singer 
read communications from leading social- 
ists in Buda Pest, Madrid and Vienna ex- 
pressing hope that the congress would fur- 
ther strengthen the party. The financial re- 
port was presented to the congress by 
Herr Gerisch. 

Herr Legin protested against the payment 
of high salaries to members of the reichstag 
and officials of the party, declaring that 
the leaders had no right to squander reck- 
lessly the pennies of the workingmen. 

Herr Bebel retorted that if the congress 
fixed the maximum salary at 3,000 marks a 
year the entire socialist administration 
would resign office. Properly qualified edi- 
tors, he said, could not be obtained for 
that sum.

STORM IN KANSAS. 


A Tornado Does Great Damage Near 
Arkansas City. 

Arkansas City, Kas., October 22.—Reports 
just coming in telling of the ravages of a 
tornado which struck Geuda Springs, 
eighteen miles west of the Arkansas river, 
late Saturday evening. Much damage was 
done to farm houses and crops, and it is 
feared that more serious reports will be 
received when telegraph communication is 
restcred. As far as known there were no 
fatalities. Two people are known to have 
been injured. The property loss will agegre- 
gate nearly $100,000. The tornado struck 
Geuda Springs from the southwest and 
continued in a northeasterly direction till it 
reached Winfield, before spending its force. 
In its course ft laid low farm houses, out- 
buildir gs, crops and trees. In Geuda Springs 
the bathhouse, which cost $40,000, was par- 
tially wrecked; the Albright two-story brick 
block was unroofed and the stores of W. 
A. Wells and Tom Ryan were totally de- 
stroyed. Hubbell’s business biock and the 
Gilbert block also suffered a minor loss. A 
Mrs. Book Walter was caught in the wreck 
of the bathhouse and almost buried beneath 
a pile of brick and mortar, but miraculous- 
ly escaped serious injury. 

Dr. Duffield was seriously but not fatally 
hurt by being thrown from his buggy. The 
aggregate money loss at this point is $20,- 
000 


At Salt City, a half mile from Geuda 
Springs, minor damage was done, but no 
one was injured. E. Welter, living two 
miles west, got his family into his cyclone 
cave and had just closed the door when the 
house toppled over on them. They were 
imprisoned for twelve hours, but finally es- 
caped without suffering injury. From this 
point through the country to Winfleld was 
about two miles wide. 

At Winfield, where the storm broke up, 
six small houses were blown down and 
several] business houses were unroofed. The 
large bonded warehouse was completely 
wrecked and the Southwest Kansas col- 
lege more or less damaged. The exact loss 
is unknown, but will reach well up in the 
thousands. Nobody was hurt at this place. 


THE STRANGE MYSTERY 


Of a Lady Who Commitied Suicide tn 
Chattanooga. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., October 22.—(Special.) 
Additional details of the suicide of Mrs. 
Hulda Marino, an unknown and beautiful 
woman, in this city Saturday, adds to its 
sadness and mystery. 

While il] at Mrs. Thompson’s, Mrs. Marino 
took a pencil and card and wrote the fol- 
lowing: 

“There is hardly a minute when my face 
srall be away from you. 1 shall haunt 
you.’ 

Whether this is the utterance of a de- 
ranged mind or contains some awrul and 
hidden meaning, is a question. 

On the advice of the county physician she 
was put into an ambulance ard removed to 
the county hospital on Sunday, October Mth. 
At the hospital she continually grew worse, 
and was unable to sperk at ali, because of 
the horribl: condition of her mouth and 
throat. Thursday, October 18th, she was 
visited by Mrs. Thompson and other ladies. 
Her condition was terrible—beyond descrip- 
tion. The hand satchel contained several 
letters of recommendation from some of the 
most eminent phvsicilane in the United 
States. Among others were letters from Dr. 
Zach Emmett, J. West Roosevelt, George 
P. Wheelock, George M. Tuttle, of New 
York city, and Ur. Charles Gilman Smith, 
of Chicagm The trunks were filled with 
laces, silks, fancy work and costly wearing 
apparel. A hand bill was found advertising 
the massage treatment, end stating that 
Mrs. Marino’s office was at 2423 Fifth avenue, 
New York. Nothing has been heard from 
any of her friemds.

THE SENATORIAL SITUATION AS IT 18 


Great Interest Is Manifested in It 
and How It Stands. 


THE CANDIDATES ARE EARLY COMERS 


And There Is the Usual Amount of Button- 
heling and W ork~—The Organization 
of the House and Senate. 


They are all here—the candidates. They 
have come from every section of the state. 
The legislators are slow in coming in, but 
the candidates are here to the number of 
five times as many as there are senators 
and representativs. Th Kimball house cor- 
ridors are humming with the music of their 
earnest entreaties. 

The candidates have opened headquarters 
and bottles and boxes. Nothing is left un- 
done to inspire enthusiasm. Both natural 
and artificial means are resorted to. Though 
not more than sixty out of the one hundred 
and sixty-six democratic members of the 
two houses were here yesterday, the con- 
tests have already become red-hot. There 
are confident candidates and doubtful can- 
didates, and scared candidates. There are 
candidates for every office, from United 
States senator down to cleaner of cuspidors 
of the hall of the house, and every candi- 
date has from one to one hundred friends 
working for him. Every man with any po- 
hitical influence in the state has been 

brought here to work for his friends. Ev- 
erybody is spending money except the ho- 
tels. They are coining it. 

The Conference Today. 

At 2 o’clocx this afternoon the democratic 
members of the general assembly will meet 
in the hall of the house of representatives 
for conference. 3 

It will be the first meeting together of ihe 
democratic members, and its first purpose 
under the cail of the chairman of the state 
executive and state campaign committees 
will ba ‘‘to consider and determine the rro- 
priety of holding a caucus.” While the 
proportion of members who had come in 
last night wag not larger than usual, it is 
probable that by noon today almost all of 
the senators and representatives will he 
here and the conference will be a large and 
representative one . It will be a meeting of 
great importance to the democratic party 
of the state, and that wise counsel will pre- 
vail goes without saying. 

This conference will be the chief event cf 
today. The candidates and friends of can- 
didates will do a large amount of hustling 
and will do their share toward keeping 
things lively. 

Organization of Senate and House. 

Hon. W. H. Venable, of Fulton, will be 
president of the senate and Hon. W. H. 
Fleming, of Richmond, will be freaker of 
the house. 

All opposition to these gentlemen has 
meited away. 

“While it is true my senatorial conven- 
tion asked me to submit my name for the 
senete presidency,” said Senator Broughton, 
of Morgan county, “I have never consented 
to enter into a séramble for any office, and 
would not do so on any account, 1 am not 
a candidate for the presidency. I am here 
simply to represent the interests of my cun- 
stituents and the people of Georgia, and you 
can announce definitely that I am not a 
candidate for the presidency or for any oth- 
er office.” 

This was said almost immediately after 
Colonel Broughton’s arrival in the city. 
This, with the withdrawal of Mr. Brand 
and Judge Beeks, left the field clear io Mr. 
Venable. The talk last night was taht Sen- 
ator Brand will be president pro tem. The 
name of Hon. W. W. Osborne, of Chatham, 
fe also mentioned in this connection. 

The absence of Hon. John T. Boifeuillet, 
pf Bibb, has left the speakership contest 
jomewhat in doubt, as nobody could speak 
concerning that gentleman’s intentions, The 
Constitution ts now able to state definitely, 
however, that Mr. Boifeuillet will not be a 
candidate. He is expected to reach the city 
some time today. He has been detained at 
Macon by sickness and pressing business. 
Beveral months ago it was thought that 
Mr. Boifeuillef would be a candidate for 
speaker, but owing to a protracted attack 
of illness he has made no canvass whatever 
for the position. He has been importuned by 
many representatives and scores of friends 
throughout the state to make the race, but 
he declined to do so.

‘For speaker pro tem., Hon. Clarence Wil- 
son, of Clay, is the only pronounced candi- 
date and he will probably have no opposi- 
tion. 

The contest for the office of secretary of 
the senate between Hon. William Clifton, 
of Darien, and Hon. H. H, Cabaniss, of 
Atlanta,.is lively and both sides claim vic- 
tory. With Mr. Cabaniss are Hon. C. P.

THE GRAND JURY OF CLARKE COUNTY 


Pass Resolutions Demanding That the Leg- 
islatare Shall] Take Up the Ques- 
tion of Child Imprisonment. 


Athens, Ga., October 22.—(Special.)—The 
movement in favor of a reformatory for 
youthful criminals, started by The Con- 
Stitution resulting from the articles of 
Mr. P. J. Moran, for the benefit of the 
county of Fulton, is destined to spread 
into a genetal demand for such an insti- 
tution for the state of Georgia. 

The grand jury of Clarke county, which 
has just adjourned, took notice of this 
movement and in their recommendations 
appeared the following: 

“Since nothing should more deeply con- 
cern or constantly engage the agencies 
of government among a free and virtuous 
people than the guarding of youths against 
temptations to crime or correcting and 
reforming them when they have yielded 
to temptation, therefore, we, the grand 
jury of Clarke county, deprecating the in- 
termingling of youthful offenders with 
hardened criminals under. penal discipline, 
would respectfully petition the legislature 
of the state of Georgia to provide for 
the establishment of a reformatory for 
the confinement and correction of youthful 
offenders against the laws of the state.” 

The grand jury was composed of men 
who have had large experience in dealing 
with charges against criminals and their 
recommendation carries weight with it.

Get it and 
your boy will not be long in discovering his

The sight of the patrolmen put an 
abrupt end to the ball, and the dancers 
scattered in every direction. The crowd 
made a rush for the door, and those who 
ventured too far were grabbed by the 
patrolmen and taken across to police head- 
quarters. The rest attempted to break their 
way througl: the rear entrance. They were 
taken quickly in charge and locked up. 

“That is the most disreputable dive in 
the city,” said Captain Thompson. “It is the 
resort for all the criminals and desperate 
characters that invade Atlanta, and. I in- 
tend to break the place up.’”’ The negroes 
will be given a hearing before the recorder 
this afternoon.

1. lt is no cause for dismissing, on mo- 

tion, an action founded upon a policy of 

insurance which has been assi | in 
writing, that the assignor sues for the use 
of the assignee, both these parties being 
before the court as such by virtue of the 
petition thus brought, and the tition be- 
ing amendable ay nye gs out the assignor. 
A recovery may had without amendment, 
the defect not being one which could pre 
judice the defendant on the merits 
of the litigation. The pleading, being bad 
in form, was open to special demurrer ta 
enforce correction by amendment. : 

2. One of the numerous conditions in 
the policy of insurance declared upon be- 
ing that the assured was to furnish the 
company with proofs of loss, and the 
plaintiff's petition alleging in general terms 
that he “has complied with all the condi- 
tions precedent to a recovery,” the petition 
on being amended by setting out that the 
proofs turnished were not satisfactory and 
were returned as objectionable and insuffi-+ 
cient, that the company’s adjuster gbso- 
lutely refused to pay the joss, saying that 
it would have to be adjusted in the’ courts, 
and alleging that this refusal constituted 
&@ waiver by the company to insist upon or 
require the plaintiff to furnish the pre- 
liminary proofs of toss required by the pol- 
icy, and consequently he did not furnish 
them, is inconsistent with itself and con- 
tains no duplicity, inasmuch as the amend- 
ment qualined and virtually canceled, pro 
tanto, the general aHegation of compliance 
with all conditions. 

3. The legal evidence of agency for the 
company by the person who was called and 
recognized as an adjuster, and who, as 
such, examined somewhat into the logs, be- 
ing wholly uncontradicted and unanswer- 
ed, was sufficient; and the absolute refusal 
of that person to pay, at the time referring 
the assured to the courts for redress, was, 
prima facie and unexplained, a waiver on 
the part of the company of the preliminary 
proofs of loss. And, although some illegal 
evidence was admitted and some error com- 
mitted by the court in charging the jury, 
both as to agency and waiver, the verdict, 
Save as to damage and attorney’s fees, was 
obviously correct, and for this reason no 
new trial is awarded. 

4. One of the stipulations in the policy 
being that the assured should “keep a set 
of books showing a complete record of bus+ 
iness transacted, including all purchases 
and sales, both for cash and credit,’’ it was 
not indispensable that the set of books kept 
should embrace what is usually termed a 
cash book, or that the books should be 
kept on any particular system orin a man- 
ner to render it easy rather than slow and 
difficult to ascertain the amount of pur- 
chases and sales and distinguish cash trans- 
actions from those on credit. lt was enough 
that these matters would be ascertainable 
from the books with the assistance of those 
who kept them or who understood the sys- 
tem on which they were kept. But the 
obscurity or complication of the books and 
the probability of their not being under- 
stood by reason of not being Kept on some 
clear and regular system, would furnish 
good cause for unwillingness on the par*t of 
the company to pay in full when the state- 
ment from the books furnished to the ad- 
juster appeared to him to show a much 
less loss than that claimed; and in such 
case bad faith in refusing to pay the whole, 
should be treated as negative by an offer 
to pay a sum approximating the whole, but 
falling short thereof about 2? per cent. 

56. There was no abuse of discretion in 
denying the motion for a continuance.

being once acquired, lost by abandoning 
work in that county, or even abandoning 
the whole interprise and suspending opera- 
tions throughout the entire line. 

4. Where the consideration of a deed con- 
veying a right of way to a railroad company 
was, as expressed in the deed itself, the 
benefits which were expected to accrue 
to the landowners from the construction of 
the contemplated railroad, and there was 
an express promise on the part of the com- 
pany to construct the road, by virtue of 
“which promise the conveyance was procured, 
and also a parol license to cut crossties 
induced, a breach of the contract by fail- 
ing to construct the road, abandoning work 
upon it and selling out to a rival company 
with intent that the whole enterprise should 
be suppressed and forever abandoned, con- 
stitutes a cause of action in behalf of the 
landowner to the extent at leust of having 
decreed a cancellation of the conveyance 
and of having awarded to him compensa- 
tion for any damage done to the land by 
severing timber and crossties therefrom, 
and digging up the soil or by other means, 
whilst the work of construction was in 
progress; and inasmuch as the alleged pur- 
chase made by the second company of the 
first would render the second company in- 
terested in any decree of cancellation which 
could be made, this company is a proper 
party defendant to the action, and under 
the act of 188 may rightly be made a 
party out of the county of its residence, the 
suit being appropriately located with ref- 
erence to jurisdiction over the other com- 
pany. ;

ATLANTA, GA., October 23, 1894. 
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Now Is the Time, 

The general assembly that convenes 
in Atlanta this week is a democratic 
body. The house is democratic by a 
large majority; the senate is democratic 
almost to the point of unanimity, while 
the governor, the statehouse officers, the 
judiciary and the entire executive and 
legislative following are democratic to 
the core. : 

There will be in the house, however, 
enough members of another faith to sug- 
gest the presence of opposition to de- 
mocpacy. This opposition, for the first 
time since the war, is composed of bone 
ef our bone, men of Georgia lineage, 
traditions and prejudices. Whether 
their power will grow or diminish, it is 
enough for us to know that they are 
here, and that in the political cam- 
paigns of the future we will have to 
meet white men at the ballot box with 
whom we will have to contend for the 
mastery. 

In. view of this fact, is it not the im 
perative duty of our democratic admin 
istration to see to it that laws are passed 
governing future. eléctions—such laws 
as will, while perfectly fair and im- 
partial to all, having in view solely the 
correct registering of the will of the 
people, prevent any doubt, delay or dal- 
lying with the result of an election held? 
Even if there were no other party pos- 
sible, justice to the. candidates of. the 
democratic party demands absolutely 
fair elections, since the primaries take 
their precedent from the regular elec- 
tions. There are democrats living who 
can remember how vexatious it was 
to see republican managers throw out 
whole precincts, and sometimes coun- 
ties, because of some technicality on 
the part of clerks or others. That evil 
is none the less galling when a demo- 
cratic manager has the upper hand in 
the fight. 

It is just as well to state that nothing 
is so demoralizing as the uncertainty 
and harsh feeling growing out of con- 
tested elections. The state constitution 
meditates that every man twenty-one 
years of age should be a voter. While 
there are taxes to be paid and registra- 
tions to be attended to, none of these re- 
quirements are to be so used as to de- 
feat the right Of every .man to east his 
vote and to have it counted. All these 
things our legtslators should look into, 
and frame an election law that can be 
attacked from no quarter. 

Already we have had warning of the 
looseness of our election laws from the 
federal courts. Two years ago Judge 
Speer upset the registration lists of 
Richmond county. Distinguished law- 
yers declare that half, if not all, the 
registration acts of the state are un- 
constitutional. This question is agitat- 


. ing some of the districts in the pres- 


ent congressional race. In this way 
our election laws will be brought in 
time before congressional committees 
and upon the result may depend the po- 
litical control of congress. 

This question should at once.be taken 
in hand by the legislature. All special 
registrations should be abolished in 
favor of a general _ registration law, 
about which there can be no debate. 
The duty of the voter should be closely 
detined, whether he lives in Fulton or 
Camden. No man’s vote, nor that of 
any precinct or county, should be 
thrown out for any technicality. A vote 
once deposited should find its way 
through all entanglements and techni- 
calities to the goal of its intention. 
Nothing but personal fraud on the part 
of the voter himself, or of the managers, 
should be punished. 

As stated above, now that the demo- 
crats are solidly entrenched in every de- 
partment, they should undertake the 
task of revising our election laws; with 
the view of having them so perfect that 
hereafter no man or party would have 
reason to cavil at them.

Facts Plainly Stated. 

The price of our cotton is fixed in Liv- 
erpool. Everybody knows this; there 
is no controversy on this subject. The 
reason assigned why this is so is that 
England consumes a large part of this 
product and, therefore, by reason of 
this fact, it assumes the right to fix 
the price on the rule of supply and de- 
mand. In other words, she controls the 
demand, and in doing so controls the 
supply. Because she is the purchaser 
of our surplus product, she assumes the 
right and exercises it without interfer- 
ence on our part, to set the price. 

Now let us see if this rule applies 
when the farmers are the purchasers. 
Everything that the farmer makes on 
his plantation that he cannot use, he 
sells for the purpose of purchasing such 
other things that he cannot make. If 
he goes to a merchant to buy his sup- 
plies, to meet the wants for the comforts 
of his family, and should _ state the 
proposition that he ought to have the 
right as the purchaser, to fix the price, 
he would be counted insane in every 
store in the land. He has to take the 
prices fixed by the man who sells it. 
He has got no control of either the 
supply or the demand. What gives the 


‘right to the purchaser of the farmer’s 


surplus to fix thee price, and refuses him 
the same right when he goes to pur- 
chase? Nothing in the world except the 
peculiar? financial system that is inter- 
woven and fixed for that special pur- 
pose; no other reason can be assigned 
for this apparently paradoxical condi- 
tion. 

New when the farmer wants this con- 
dition changed he is set on as a calam- 
ity howler. His products are going 
down all the time and they try to 
pacify him by stating that they have 
fixed it so that a dollar that he has got 
will buy more than it ever would. Yet 
when he goes to pay his tax, it takes 
two bales of cotton where it used to 
take one; it takes two, bushels of wheat 
to do what one did before. His fare on 
the railroads is the same as when he 
got 10 cents a pound for his cotton. 
They charge him the same price for his 
hotel bills, and if he boards his boy at 
school fhere is no differenee in the price 
of board than when he was getting 10 
cents a pound for his cotton. So it is 
Awith his lawyer's ‘fees, his doctor’s 
bills, freight on his goods, his insurance 
and a thousand and one items like this. 
He can buy flour cheaper because he 
makes it, and he can buy sugar a little 
cheaper. Bacon is as high, and almost 
everything else as when he got double 
the price he now gets for cotton. 

England is fanatical on the subject of 
the gold standard for our finances. We 
have no objection to England’s having 
whatever financial policy she chooses, 
but we do object to England insisting 
that this country have such a financial 
system as will give her the ability to set 
the prices on afl our products. It im- 
poverishes thia country and enriches 
that. That is the reason why she does 
it, and if we submit to it, we do not 
deserve any better treatment.

Another Circular. 

Several days ago The Constitution 

published a communication from Hon. 
W. H. Felton, calling attention to a cir- 
cular alleged to have been an announce- 
ment from the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation, looking to the inauguration of 
a concerted movement to bring about 
a contraction of the currency, during 
the summer of 1895. 
The Constitution called attention to 
the fact the next day that the circular 
was a fraud, and that Dr. Felton: had 
been deceived. We published the official 
repudiation of the circular by the 
officers of the American Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation, sent out under the signature of 
Mr. E. H. Pullen, president. The best 
evidence that the circular was unau- 
thorized was in the fact that, while 
purporting to be a declaration of the 
association, it was unsigned and its au- 
thorship could be traced to no source. 
The fraud was_ transparent, and on 
being satisfied’ that such was the case, 
The Constitution promptly rebuked it. 

We publish elsewhere another card 
from Dr. Felton, in which he announces 
his willingness to abandon his argu- 
ment based on the circular above referr- 
ed to, on the assurance that it is a fake. 
He, however, takes occasion to call at- 
tention to another document of the 
American Bankers’ Association, which 
is presented with every evidence of au- 
thenticity, duly signed, and bearing 
every evidence of official sanction. This 
circular was issued in August, 1893— 
during the progress of the long fight 
in the senate, when the southern demo- 
crats were standing against the repub- 
lican effort to bring about the uncondi- 
tional repeal of the Sherman law, and 
the consequent establishment of the 
single gold standard. It will be ob- 
served that this circular announces that 
unconditional and immediate repeal “‘is 
demanded in the interest of those fa- 
voring a gold standard, etc.” It makes 
interesting reading at this time, for one’ 
of the most potent arguments advanced

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The Party Crisis in New York. 

Fortunately for the party in New 
York, some of Mr. Cleveland’s warmest 
friends in that state have concluded 
not to wait for a pronunciamento from 
Buzzard’s Bay before declaring them- 
selves, 

Among these is Mr. E. D. Neustadt, 
a prominent member of the produce 
exchange. Mr. Neustadt is one of the 
most enthusiastic Cleveland democrats 
in New York, and has heretofore been 
opposed to Mr. Hill. _But he has just 
written a letter to John Boyd Thatcher, 
chairman of the democratic executive 
committee, in which he announces that 
he means to support Hill. And he gives 
his reasons. He will support Hill, first,’ 
because as United States senator and 
in the field of national politics his views 
have materially broadened; and, second- 
ly, because the democratic party in the 
state is in extreme peril, and face to 
face with a life or death struggle. 

Mr. Neustadt says that if the party 
loses its supremacy in New York now it 
will no longer be a force in national 
politics. And this is true. Consciously 
or unconsciously the vyoters of New 
York will settle at the polls some of the 
issues of the national campaign. If such 
a man as Hill, popular with the masses, 
bold, aggressive and a great organizer, 
cannot carry the state of New York for 
his party this year, no man can hope to 
carry it for the party two years from 
now. 

In that fact rests the importance of 
the result in New York. If the repub- 
licans carry the state, they will also 
carry the new apportionment measure, 
and they will so entrench themselves 
in power that the state will be taken out 
of the democratic column for years to 
come. It is this fact—of immense im- 
portance to the democratic party of the 
whole country—that has,induced The 
Constitution to hope an’ believe that 
Mr. Cleveland would go to the aid of 
his party in this crisis and lend his 
powerful influence to the democracy of 
his own state. 

But the opportune moment has passed. 
Whatever Mr. Cleveland may say now 
will fall flat upon the party mind. His 
delay will be interpreted as the result of 
indifference to the fortunes of the ‘party, 
if not of direct hostility to the party’s 
eandidate, and any message he may 
send to the brethren now will be re- 
garded as a perfunctory affair, squeezed 
out of him by party pressure.

A Reminiscence. 

It seems to us that the time has come 
for sensible people—the business men, 
the merchants, the farmers and the 
wormng people—to open their eyes to 
the rehl facts of the situation. 

When the democratic administration 
was inaugurated in March, 1893, there 
was considerable fear on the part of 
the gold monometallists in the easi that 
the democratic congress would really 
proceed to carry out the solemnly made 
and most important pledge of the plat- 
form to reopen the mints to the free 
coinage of silver. Immediately there 
arose a great hue and cry in regard to 
the evil effects of the monthly purchase 
of silver. One of these effects, it was 
declared, was to drive out our gold and 
thus threaten the stability of our curren- 
cy system. The newspapers of the east 
joined in the hue and cry and denounced 
all who disputed their absurd state- 
ments, and business men in all parts 
of the country were dragooned into the 
belief that the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act was really at the bottom 
of our financial troubles. 

In order to clinch public opinion, a 
panie was deliberately organized. In 
the language of a prominent bank presi- 
dent, the people were to be given an ob- 
ject lesson. Congress was called in ses- 
sion, and there was the most tremen- 
dous excitement everywhere. Men who 
ventured to suggest that the purchase 
of silver was not driving out the gold 
were roundly, denounced in the news- 
papers, and democrats who ventured to 
suggest that the real remedy was to 
carry out the financial pledge of the 
platform were charged with attacking 
the democratic administration. The 
more picturesque features of that re- 
markable. and successful effert to pre- 
vent a party in power from carrying out 
a. pledge solemnly made to and over- 
whelmingly endorsed by the people are 
still fresh in the minds of our readers. 

But what has been the result? The 
exports of gold from January 1st to Oc- 
tober 15th of that year—the memorable 
year of 1893—were $70,000,000 in round 
numbers. During the same period this 
year, with the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act wiped out and no demo- 
cratic legislation in its place, the ex- 
ports of gold were $85,500,000. In other 
words, after carrying out the pro- 
gramme of the money sharks to the 
letter, we have lost nearly 20 per cent 
more gold than when the monometal- 
lists were making their raid against 
the democratic platform. 

“We should think that every sensible 
person would see by this time that the 
remedy for the evils that beset us was 
not in stopping the purchases of silver 
and leaving the matter theré, but in ear- 
rying out the pledge of the democratic 
platform to reopen the mints to silver. 

At this moment the balance of trade 
is in our favor, so far as volume is con- 
cerned, and we ought to be receiving 
gold from Europe in settlement of that 
balance, but the British financial sys- 
tem which has been fastened on the 
people has reduced values to such an 
extent that we are agairf. compelled to 
export gold to pay our debts abroad.

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Quite a reception was given to Fon. Ké- 
ward Blake, of Ireland, who is member of 
parliament, last night at the Kimba!l house. 

Mr. Blake comes to Atlanta in the interest 
of the oppressed people of the little ¢ereen 
isle across the waters, and will make a 
speech tonight in touch with the movement 
for home rule. 

It goes without saying that the opera 
house will be packed to hear the dis- 
tinguished orator who has taken upon him- 
self the fursherance of the cause of home 
rule ror the Irish people. 

Mr. Blake arrived in Atlanta yesterday 
afternoon at 4 o’clock and was met by a 
committee of prominent citizens. He was 
escorted to the Kimball house and was cor- 
dially received by a number of visitors dur- 
ing the evening. 

Last night there was a gathering of 
friends of home rule in private parlor 105 
at the Kimball house at 8 o’elock and steps 
were taken looking to an organization of a 
movement in this city for the tenefit of the 
cause of home rule, 

Mr. L. E. O’Keefe was elected president 
of what shali be known as the Atlanta 
branch of the Irish National Federation. 
The local brunch will be buiit up by cit- 
izens of Atlanta friendly to Irish home rule 
and encouragement will be given to the 
movement for home rule in the Rome of the 
men who sometimes wear the green. 

It was an enthusiastic meeting and the 
tcns of Erin put their hearts into the or- 
ganization from the very outset and piedg- 
ed themselves to do all within their power 
to help along the cause that is sé dear to 
the heart of every true patriot who came 
from the little island across the deep blue 
waters. 

Tonight at 8 o’clock at DeGive's opera 
house on Marietta street Hon. Edward 
Blake will deliver an address. 

He will trace the history of the Irish peo- 
ple, showing how they were first thrown 
under the sway and bondage of the English. 

He will tell of the conditions that sur- 
round the Irish people of today and will 
show what can be done for the furtherance 
of the plan to give the people of that coun- 
try home rule. He will argitie that the 
irish people have been oppressed for quite 
& number of years and that the day of de- 
liverayce is nigh at hand and will be all 
the more glorious bocause of the long, dark 
night throughout which they are passing. 

Mr. Blake was seen by a Constitution re- 
porter last night and asked for an interview 
about the purpose of his trip to America 
and what he hopes to do in Atlanta for 
the upliftin of the burdens that weigh 
down the Irish people. 

“You must excuse me from talking for 
publication,’’ he said, ‘“‘since I have made it 
a rule all my life not to talk to the press. 
I will be glad for you to take down what I 
may have to say at the opera house tomor- 
row night, but I never have anything to 
Say to the public except through the courte- 
sy of the platform.” 

He went on to say that he had found 
the south a prosperous country and that he 
thought it one of the prettiest lands he 
had ever seen. He believed that the south- 
ern people were a warm-hearted people and 
he thought that the ideas he has come here 
to promulgate would meet - the sincere 
friendliness of the people who inhabit this 
region of the country.

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All of the Big Murder Cases Were Set 
for Trial Yesterday, 


JUDGE CLARK HAS POSITIVE VIEWS 


Attorneys for Various Prisoners Kick on 
the Calendar—Several Negroes 
Were Sentenced. 


The following criminal cases were set 
for trial yesterday in the criminal superior 
court: 

October 29th—Aiex Carr, John Carr and 
D. E. Bailey; charge, murder. 

Nevember 5th—Will Myers; charge, mur- 
der. 

November 12th-4Herschel McDonald; 
charge, murder. 

November 19—Mr.'M. E. Hickenand Mrs. 
Hicken; charge, forgery. 


Judge Richard Clark, punctual to the 
minute, called the oriminal court to order 
yesterday morning at 10 o’clock and went 
at once to work to dispose of the business 
ahead of him. 

For a few moments the idle wheels of 
justice moved off in a hesitating fashion, 
but soon everything was running smooth- 
ly. Sheriff Barnes kept order in court, 
while Deputy Clerk W. J. McBride called 
the jurors and arranged for the day’s 
work. 

Solicitor Hill, as soon as Judge Clark 
announced that he was ready with the 
docket, stated that he would like to have 
the court approve of certain cases which 
he had taken the liberty to place upon the 
calendar. 

‘I desire,” said the solicitor, ‘‘to call 
your honor’s attention to No. 1, which is 
that of the state against Alex Carr, John 
Carr and D. E. Bailey, charged with 
murder and indicted accordingly. I have 
set this case down for next Monday, which 
is the 29th.’’ 

Messrs. Arnold & Arnold were on Ahe 
docket as representing the defense. 

“Your thhomon’’ appealed Mr. Reuben 
Arnold, “we would like to have the Carr 
case set for two weeks later. The su- 
preme court will take up a lot of cases 
next Tuesday and there are a number in 
which we are interested and it will be 
impossible for us to attend to both courts 
at once. As your ‘honor knows, the su- 
preme court waits on no one.”’ 

“Mr. Arnold,’’ asked Judge Clark, “isn’t 
it just as likely that the supreme court 
work will interfere two weeks later.”

‘I think that it will be best to set it 
for next Monday,” said Judge Clark, ‘‘and 
we can see then what develops.

“But the supreme court meets on Tues- 
day, your honor,’ interpolated Mr. Reu- 
ben Arnold. 

“It meets on Wednesday, as I under- 
stand it,” said Judge Anderson, who is 
assisting Solicitor Hill in the prosecution

“IT was told Tuesday by the clerk,” re- 
plied Mr. Arnold. ; 

Judge Clark’s Pronunciamento. 

‘It doesn’t make much difference as te 
the day,’’ said Judge Clark, “all couyts 
will have to bend to this. The case will 
be set for next Monday and then we shall 
judge better what is to be done. The su- 
preme court cases can easily be disposed 
of by putting them at the heel of the 
docket.”’ 

‘Your honor,” said Solicitor Hill, “I wish 
to call your attention to No. 3 on the 
docket. It is the case of the-state against 
Will Myers, who is indicted for murder. 
I believe that he is represented by Mr. 
W. T. Moyers. I have put it down for 
two weeks from today. This would make 
it November 65th.- I desire your honor’s 
approbation.”’ 

“It doesn’t need my approbation,’ said 
Judge Clark. “‘I am here to try the cases 
as they come.”’ 

‘“‘To be frank, your honor,’’ said Attorney 
Moyers, “I do not think that we will be 
ready at that time. In this immediate 
connection I wish to say that I have 
Messrs. BE. M. and G. F. Mitchell and 
Virgil Jones with me in this case.” 

“You must get ready by the time set,’’ 
said Judze Clark. 

*l will, ur honor,” was the reply of 
Attorney M yoers, “if possible.’’ 

The case was set for November Oth. 
Herschel MeDonald’s Case Set. 
“No. 2, your honor,” said Solicitor Hill, 
‘is the case of the state against Herschel 
McDonald, who has been indicted for mur- 
der. It is down for today three weeks, 

which will be November 12th.’’ 

“Who iepresents him?” asked Judge 
Clark. 

“We do, your honor,’’ stated Mr. Reuben

Colonel Arnold at this said that he 
didn’t see how he could look after cases in 
different courts at the same time. He 
thought tha't the supreme court was a high- 
er court, and that it was the custom to give 
way when attorneys had business in it. 
However, Colonel Arnold had no intention 
of stepping out af bounds in the matter. 

‘The gupreme court must give way to this 
court,’ arinounced Judge Clark. “You can 
arrange your cases if you will. There are 
several ways.’’

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Southern Immigration Is on a Boom 


~~ und the Tide-Is High: 
PEOPLE COMING TO GEORGIA THIS FALL 


Meeting of the Rate Committee of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship As- 
sociation—Other Railway News. 


Gustave B. Trealor, president of the 
Chicago Florida Improvement Company, 
was in Atlanta yesterday. 

“There can be no doubt about it,’’ said 
he to a Constitution reporter, “this is 
the coming section of the country and no 
one knows what a boom is just ahead of 
the south except those who have given the 
matter serious consideration and careful 
study. 

“I know what I am talking about and I 
know that Florida and Georgia are the 
two states of the south that are sure to 
play the winning hand within the next 
two or three years to come. The state of 
Georgia has many advantages over other 
southern states as a region for home- 
seekers and they are coming every day. 
There will be the greatest influx of popu- 
Jation in the state of Georgia this fall 
and winter that ever came to this section 
of the country. 

“T have been in charge of a bureau for 
southern immigration for a number of 
years and I have never seen such a rush 
for the south in all my life as is today 
experienced in the northwest. My hed- 
quarters are in Chicago. We have lately 
signed a great many immigrants to come 
to Georgia and have made arrangements 
for them to settle on some of the fine 
fruit growing lands of southern Georgia 
through the co-operation of Mr. Glessner, 
the immigration agent of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida railroad. 

“IT believe this is soing to be the great- 
est year fgr immigration in the south 
that has yet been enjoyed by the section, 
and one thing I do know, this is certainly 
the year for Georgia and Florida. We 
have a number of home-seekers paying in 
installments preparatory to coming this 
way. Florida is building up every day. 
It ‘is getting hundreds of people as the 
months come and go. The fruit growing 
regions of Georgia are sharing the same 
good fortune. The people are coming, and 
if the people down this way will encour- 
age it immigration will be on a great 
boom before the year of 18% is at hand.” 


No Longer the West. 

Mr. Trealor is editor of The Sub-Tropic, a 
paper published in the interest of southern 
immigration, and in a leading editorial this 
is what he writes about the region of coun- 
try south of the Mason and Dixon line: 

‘*The prevalent thought and feeling 
throughout the north and west today is 
that the great industrial movements of the 
future will be realized south of the Mason 
and Dixon line. Enterprise and capital, hav- 
ing exhausted the resources of the far west 
and, latterly, met such overwhelming dis- 
aster there, are naturally looking for new 
and other fields of investment, and their 
attention is fixed southward as offering the 
most inviting opportunities for money-mak- 
ing. 
“So long as the boundless west afforded 
such a vast field for financial exploits, and 
so long as the promise of immense profits 
¢eentinued so alluring, capital and immigra- 
mcn neturally moved along isothermal lines 
ia the work of development and no thought 
was given to the possibilities of any other 
section. It was easier to pursue the latitudi- 
nal way in extending the ermpire, and there 
Was, too, the added charm and fascination 
that the stupendous proportions of these 
Bigantic enterprises possessed for the im- 
agination of the sanguine and daring spec- 
ulator of the east. he vast wealth of re- 
sources and forests were entirely ignored or 
respected as less promising than the acci- 
dental venture. 

“But now all this is changed. The day of 
Settlement has come for the west and she 
stands a self-confessed bankrupt. The bub- 
ble of speculation has collapsed and capital 
is forsaking her borders as rats desert a 
sinking ship, and while gradually recovering 
from the shock and demoralization induced 
by the panic, as thought is being taken 
of future ventures, and the south is offering 
the best and safest field for these. 

“This means much for us. It means that 
in the near future this section will feel the 
impulse of industrial activity and develop- 
ment that during the last two decades have 
made the western states so rich, prosper- 
ous and powerful, and it means large addi- 
tions to our manufacturing equipment. It 
means a@ home market for home products, 
employment for home mechanics, artisans 
a&.1d laborers, enhancement of property 
values and such an era of growth and hc- 
tivity a shas never been dreamed of in our 
philosophy.”’

It will be the most important meeting of 
the committee that has been held for quite 
a long time, and more than two hundred 
topics will be brought up for discussion 
and adjustment.

The Circular. 


“The American Bankers’ Association, No. 
2 Wall Street, and 90-92 Broadway, Room 
No. 14, New York, August 19, 1893.—To the 
Bankers of the United States—Gentlemen: 
The extraordinary monetary crisis through 
which the United States is now passing, 
which involves the banks of the country to 
an extent that compels their officers to re- 
main constantly at the post of duty while 
the danger is imminent, has constrained the 
American Bankers’ Agsociation to indefi- 
nitely postpone its annual convention, call- 
ed for the 6th and 7th proximo, at Chicago. 
This will prevent such expression on the 
part of the association as the situation de- 
mands, which otherwise would be made. 
It thus becomes the duty of the officers of 
the association to speak for it at this time, 
and suggest what seems to them to be the 
proper action of the bankers of the country 
to immediately take with a view to ob- 
taining speedy relief from the continued 
and disastrous stringency. 

“It is manifest that the immediate cause 
of the prolonged stringency is the fear and 
apprehension of disaster engendered in the 
minds of ‘tthe people by the continued pur- 
chase of silver by the government, and by 
the unceasing issues of its obligations there. 
for, redeemable in gold, which fear and ap- 
prehension can only be removed and con- 
fidence restored by the removal of the 
cause. 
the country will understand and realize 
this to as great, if not to a greater, extent 
than any other class of citizens, and it, 
therefore, becomes the duty of such of them 
as fully realize this to urge upon congress 
the great necessity for the immediate and 
unconditional repeal.of ‘the purchasing 
Clause Of the Shreman silver act. 

“The repeal of this clause is demanded in 
the interest of those FAVORING A GOLD 
STANDARD, and of those favoring the use 
of silver with gold as the continued pur- 
chase of enormous quantities of silver with 
gold obligations can only result in the final 
imability of the government to redeem such 
obligations in gold, and in the continued 
overproduction and consequent further de- 
preciation of silver, thus rendering the pros- 
pect of any international agreement for its 
more general use throughout the world 
more hopeless than at present. 

“The président of the United States, hav- 
ing convened congress in extra session and 
recommended to it such repeal, the power 
of public opinion should be brought to 
bear on congress to induce favorable action 
thereon. This may best be done by invok- 
ing the aid of the press, and by citizens 
writing to their senators and representa- 
tives, and by sending ta them petitions urg- 
ing such repeal; all of which should be done 
to the fullest extent possible, and without 
delay.

Act at once in the matter and secure the 
intelligent co-operation of others, providing 
them with prinfed or typewritten copies of 
the petition for the purpose.

HAS LONG BEEN 100 SMALL 


Hov. Joe Hirsch Is Back from Washing- 
ton— Went to Consult withgHon. Simon 
sWolf About Enlarging the Home. 


Hon. Joseph Hirsch, member of council 
from the second ward, is back from Wash- 
ington and Baltimore, where he went last 
week on business connected with the He- 
brew Orphan home. 

Mr. Hirsch brings home the gratifying 
intelligence that the home will, in all proba- 
bility, be enlarged and that another wing 
will be built to it. 

Among those conversant with the home 
it has long been known that the home is 
too small for the demandg made upon it by 
the territory in which it is situated. Yet 
the decrees are such that all applicants en- 
titled to a place in the home are given one. 
The scarcity of room in the home was one 
of the causes which called Mr. Hirsch to 
Washington and Baltimore. 

For some time the board of control has 
been working to secure larger and more 
complete accommodations and that was 
the question sprung when Mr. Hirsch 
reached Washington, where Hon Simon 
Wolf, the good head of the care for the 
Hebrew orphans, resides. It was: quickly 
ascertained that it would cost something 
like $25,000 to make the additions to the 
building which will be required, and after 
Mr. Wolf had shown what could be raised, 
Mr. Hirsch promised that Atlanta would 
produce $2,000 or $3,000 of the money. To 
those who know Mr. Hirsch this promise 
was not unexpected, and to his friends in 
Atlanta it is a certainty that he will be 
the first of the gentlemen who promised to 
help the home out to present a check for 
the full amount he has promised. 

The Hebrew Orphan home is one of the 
institutions of Atlanta, and the people of 
the city are as proud of it as they are of 
anything in its territory, and they will see 
that no promise Mr. Hirsch has made goes 
wanting. 

So thoroughly impressed was Mr. Wolf 
with what Mr. Hirsch said that he at once 
indited a letter to the best workers in the 
faith asking for their co-operation. This 
letter explains itself and is as follows: 

“October 19.—Dear Sir and Brother: I 
wish you to read this letter very carefully, 
study it in all its parts, and give me an 
immediate answer—yes or no, as it is im- 
portant that this matter be settled at once. 

‘“‘Brother Joseph Hirsch, the vice presi- 
dent of our board and the chairman of the 
local committee at Atlanta, arrived here 
last night on purpose, having no other bus- 
iness east except that, to talk the matte? 
over, in regard to making contracts at once 
for the purpose of building the additional 
wing about which we discussed at the late 
board meeting in Atlanta. 

“Your are, no doubt, aware that the 
home is filled in every part; not a single 
vacancy for any additional child; that thd 
sanitary condition, owing to this crowded 
state, is none of the best, as has been 
proven within the last two years in many 
instances. Schoolrooms and ro@em for mane 
ual training are sadly wanted. Rooms fop 
larger facilities for the different sexes and 
the separation of them is unquestionably 
a very material necessity. The longer we 
delay in building, the more trouble we will 
have and the more expensive it will be. 
The cost of a building such as we must 
have so as to prevent building again for 
a long number of years, will be twenty- 
five thousand ($25,000), the maximum. While 
it is true that we have not that amount 
absolutely in hand, yet Brother Hirsch 
thinks, and in which opinion i concur, that 
we can safely go on, make our contracts, 
commence the building, and whatever we 
fall short of after,the buiding is completed, 
can be raised frqgm other sources and by 
other means, especially can a considerable 
sum be raised at the February grand lodge 
meeting in Atlanta, when the brethren 
from the district will see what has been 
done and the absolute necessity of aiding 
in the completion of the building, which 
will be a greater stimulus than if we talk 
about the thing with nothing visible. 

‘‘We have at present on hand in cash over 
six thousand ($6,000) dollars for building 
purposes; two thousand ($2,000) dollars have 
been subscribed by brethren who are per- 
fectly good, and have aotified Brother 
Adler they will pay the amount the moment 
the building is commenced. Brother Hirsch 
says he can raise in Atlanta two thousand 
($2,000) dollars without question. No doubt 
you, in the respective locality where you 
live, can do something. If not large, at 


least enough to swell the aggregate amount. 


“We will get, in a very short time, from 
Richmond, five thousand ($5,000) dollars, 
which has been willed to us for that pure 
pose, and whatever amount is short when 
the building is completed, will not be con- 
siderable, and can be arranged in a satis- 
factory manner either with the contractcars 
or in some other satisfactory way. In this 
connection I wish to state that it will de- 
pend upon the number of books sold of my 
forthcoming work, how much wilil be de-- 
rived from that source. Without wishing 
to excite the hopes of any one, there ought 
to be at least 2000 or $2,500 raiced from 
that. 

“You have now the situation in brief. As 
you know all about the necessity and the 
facts, I submit this <s no one individually 
can decide in this matter¢without the con- 
currence of a majority, you will see the 
importance of writing at once. 1 will stato 
that Brother Adler concurs in this view; 
Brother Max Cohen, of this city, is absent.

FOR THE A. AND F. ROAD. 


Jugde W. B. Thomas Is Named as the 
New Receiver. 

The Atlanta and FP orida railroad is in 
the hands of a new receiver. 

An order appointing Judge W. B. 
Thomas, of Augusta, Ga., was filed in the 
clerk’s office yesterday morning. The 
amount of the bond which he was required 


‘to give was stipulated at $20,000. The order 


was granted on the application of Judge 
H. B. Tompkins as attorney for the Cen- 
tral Trust Company of New York. 

The read has just emerged from one re- 
ceivership. Mr. E. C. Spalding has man- 
aged its affairs for several weeks. This fe- 
ceivership, however, on the motion of Alex 
and Victor Smith, the attorneys for the 
receiver, was dissolved during the latter 
part of last week. 

The experience of this little road in the 
matter of receiverships has been rather 
unique and interesting. The appointment 
of Judge Thomas makes the third in regu- 
lar order that has succeeded to the man- 
agement of the road. 

As soon as the regency of Mr. Spalding 
expired with the receivership that was dis- 
solved last week Judge Henry B. Tomp- 
kins, in béhalf of the Central Trust Com- 
pany, assumed a temporary management 
and drew up an application to the court 
asking for the appointment of a receiver. 

As a basis for this application the bill 
specified that certain large amounts were 
due the Central Trust Company—$100,000, 
with interest at 6 per cent from May 2, 
1893; $12,000 with interest from the Ist of 
July, 1894; $20,000 with interest due from 
the Ist of October, and $15,000 for legal ser- 
vices in the foreclosure of a mortgage to 
secure the trustees in an issue of bonds 
for $840,0000. 

The length of the Atlanta and Florida 
road isa hundred and thirty miles, extend- 
ing from Atlanta to Fort Valley, Ga. It 
extends through the following counties: 
Fulton, Clayton, Fayette, Spalding, Pike, 
Upson, Monroe, Crawford and Houston. 
The mortgage to the Central Trust Com- 
pany covers. all the property and franchises 
of the road. ' 

The new receiver will assume immediate 
control of the road. He is given ten days 
from the date of the appointment in which 
to file his bond. | prs

The Negro Tells Jim Some Humorous In- 
cidents Connected. with His Career. 
What He Says About Alex Carr. 


The present. torm. of the United States 
court will bring to trial one of. the most 
original and interesting criminals ever pre- 
duced in the south. 

Jim Lawshe, or “Pretty Jimmy,” as he 
is Known by his companions in the county 
basUle, will appear te answer for the sec- 
ond time in his variegated career the charge 
of manufacturing spurious coin. The serious 
nature of the charge has no perceptible ef- 
fect upen him nor do long days of confine- 
ment in. jail quench his ceaseless flow of 
humor. His literary genius has stirred itself. 
Yesterday he wrote out on a scratch pad 
what he considered an expose of certain 
facts connected with Fulton county jail, He 
concluded with this remarkable pervoration: 

‘Oh, shades of Erebus, swallow me up.’ 
If this is published in your paper I am as 
wood for the dungeon as a 5 cents is for 
«a gingercake—so let her slide. I am getting 
used to it, anyway. The boss of this in- 
stitution bas promised.to let me have one 
of those new patent, self-adjustible, auto- 
matic, Spanish inquisition bunks, a gas 
jet and various other pharaphernalia that 
will be necessary to my inconvenience, 
placed in the dungeon and accompanied 
Wita two or three big black negroes, her- 
metically sealed with me to help while away 
the time by breathing all the fresh air in 
@ small space, and when I get ready to 
take that trip to.Columbus [ will be a fit 
subject for the conflamitory rheumatis. Se- 
lah.”’ 

Jitn finds interest in his fellow prisoners. 
Recently he has occupied his time in mak- 
ing a study of the Rev. Palmer Pease, the 


.negro who brought himself into notice by 


swallowing a cupful of turpentine with the 
intention of killing himself. He has writ- 
ten out some of his experiences with the 
negro. 

“Il was going around inquiring of the in- 
mates,’’ he says, “how the new bunks fitted 
and the Rev. Palmer P. Q. Pease piously 
remarked: ‘I clare fo’ de Lord I don’t see 
‘what I've done to be persecuted dis way. 
Why, I done been and kay on that gridiron 
bunk till de boys tuck an turn me over at 
hight and plays checkers on my back. 1 
am ergwine down to de wash cell and hire 
out my back to dem whitecaps fur a wash- 
board.’ 

“IT asked the Rev. Palmer what he was 
in here this time for and he said: ‘Boss, I'll 
tell you. I went out in de country to dig 
a Well for a white man and I struck rock 
and I didn’t make any contract with that 
inan about striking rock. He was so stingy 
he wouldn’t let me have anything to blast 
with and he told me I would have to dig 
that well on my own responsiblity. Now 
dat make meso mad dat I, began to dig it 
us crucked as I could and how crucked do 
you suppose I did dig it? 

“I don’t know,” I said. ‘So crucked you 
coulda’t see the bottom or coukin’t drop a 
rock down?’ 

“ “No, sah,” says Palmer, ‘I dig dat thing 
so crucked @at I drapped right out de other 
end, dat’s what I did.’ 

“The medical faculty. or that part of it 
that is necessary to inquire imto the condi- 
tion of any subject’s mind who should be so 
unfortunate as to make any pretensions to 


insanity while temporarily residing in Ful- 


ton county jail, were down today to exam- 
ine again the condition of Alex Carr’s feeble 
lacerated mind. I think a few more 
visits will be able to fix the thing so that 
Sheriff Barnes will be cheated out of a little 
neck-tie party. Now, the Rev. Palmer P. 
Q. Pease emtied his knowledge box by say- 
ing that that thar fellow Alex Carr can't 
sleep, can’t eat, can’t do nothing because 
the ghost of that thar dead man are eter. 
ly hauntin’ him like the sperit of infer- 
nal damnation, an dat ghost is a ridin’ of 
him in de night time jes’ like de witch rice 
de black sheep in. de pasture, and de sooner 
he makes his peace with de Master de bet- 
ter hit will be and de easier he will sleep 
an’ eat when he lands over on de udder 
side ot de river. Why, if he keeps on a-get- 
tin’ so light up thar.in the head they will 
have to tie a peace of railroad iron around 
his feet.to break his neck.”’ 
Jim says that he has prepared a physiolog- 
ical study on Will Myers, but he does not 
Wish to give that out yet.

Against a Caucus. 


Editor Constitution—Shall there he a cau- 
cus? Whether there stall or shall not be a 
caucus should, of course, depend upon 
What is best for the demorratic party at 
this juncture. The interests of no particu- 
lar candidate or candidates should control. 

True loyalty to the party demands that 
note be taken of the evils and dangers which 
threaten us on the inside as Weil as the 
outside. 

If we should find that the integrity and 
supremacy of the party afre more greatly 
menaced by certain dangers on the inside 
of the organization which would be agsravat 
ei and increasec bv holding a caucus at 
this time, and which would be modified or 
entirely removed by not holding a caucus, 
of course democratic duty and loyalty as 
well as policy would require that’ there 
should be no caucus. 

If we approach the subject ip this spirit 
we must, as a matter of course, rise above 
that smaller fechinz and very. immaterial 
consideration of merely “‘spiting’’-our polit- 
ical opponents, especially if in doing s0 we 
commit that ancient evror of “‘cutting off 
onr own nose to spite our face.”’ Always 
remember that you are dealing the severest 
biow. to your. adversary when you are 
strengthening your own party and that you 
ure renderin2a a ereéut serVice’to the ereiny 
even when seeking to “‘=pite’’ him, ifin doing 
so you, igncre the. weaknozs.of your own 
party and perpetuate the evils on the inside 
which threaten to sap its very existence. 
i believe that at this time the democratic 
party will be immeasurably strengthened, 
aye, restored to its accustometl supremacy 
in Georgia, if the representatives of the 
people refuse to cuucus at this time. My 
reasons are: 

1, There is widespread disecntent and dis- 
satisfaction felt throughovt the democratic 
masses of the state, arising from certain 
practices that have grown up in the party, 
especially in the matter of elections by the 
general assembly. A general apprehension, 
whether justly or unjustly, is sincerely felt, 
that our legislatures in this respect have be- 
come a sort of “political exchange,” and leg- 
islative elections have degenerated into a 
system of “political trading’ and “political 
swapping,’’ accompanied by the usual evils 
which atta@nd all other modern commercial 
transactions, such as ‘‘combines,’* “‘monop- 
Olies,’’ ‘‘trusts,’’ ‘‘future deliveries,’’ etc., 
etc. 

As a result of these practices, these com- 


binaticons, these futures in office, it % 
charged that a limited number of these 
‘‘traders,”’ by skillful manipulation and 


co-operation, have got possession of the mar- 
ket; have ‘“‘cornered’’ all the offices, state 
and federal, for years to come, and that 
no one from the outside need apply except 
by consent of the ‘‘men. that control.”’ 

It does not meet the question to deny the 
existence of this state of affairs. The demo- 
cratic masses believe ‘it, as they believe ir 
their existence, and what is more, they 
have acted upon this belief in the recent 
state election. 

The man is either politically blind or un- 
candid with himself who does not attribute 
in part the great democratic ‘falling off’’ in 
October to a revolt of the people against 
what they at least honestly believe to be a 
political hierarchy in Georgia. And the 
representative will be lacking in true wis- 
dom and true loyalty to the party who does 
not seek to remove this menace and thus to 
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Save the organization from wreck. To have 
a caucus, it is believed, would but play into 


the hands . of . those whom  the_ peo- 
ple regard as the ‘‘slatemakers;’’ 
it would but perpetuate the very 


evil which the people are protesting against 
the evil which caused them to leave the 
party in October rather than longer submit. 
If you have no caucus and have a free 
fight nobody but a good democrat can be 
elected. And yet thereby the “close corpo- 
ration,” if there be one, will be dissolved, 
shorn of its power and confidence in the 
grand old party and its methods restored. 
2. There is another internal danger which 
threatens to disrupt the party in Georgia. 
This is the effort on the part of the national 
administration and a few men from this 
state who ‘hold high place under that ad- 


ministration to force upon the Georgia 
democracy the financial policies of the 
east, commonly known as the “Wall 


street policy,’’ in face of the fact that 9 
per cent of the democrats of Georgia are 
firmly and unalterably inimical to that 
policy and will abandon any party and 
surrender their lives even rather than to 
league with the money kings of Wall 
street and Lombard street to further op- 
press and destroy the farmers and the deb- 
tor classes of the south by the demonetiza- 
tion of silver and cons@quently contraction 
of the currency and the establishment of 
gold monometallism. 

It is believed that a caucus at this time 
will furnish a better than an open legisla- 
ture for the intermeddling of the adminis- 
tration and the exertion of its influence 
to elect a senator favorable to the gold 
standard. Surely nothing is so vitally im- 
portant to the preservation of the démo- 
cratic party .in Georgia as the defeat of 
any candidate for the United States senate 
who does not represent the “Georgia 
policy’ as against the ‘‘Wall street’’ policy 
on silver and finance. 
party in Georgia will be strengthened by 
not holding a caucus and by thus insuring 
the election of. a true democratic senator 
who stands with our people for free silver 
at 16 to 1, and for an enlargement of the 
volume of our currency rather than its 
contraction. : 

This is of vastly more concern to our 
and to our state than the petty

A queer looking envelope with a foreign 
stamp and addressed in @ strange hand- 
writing was in the voluminous mafi of Pres- 
ident Collier, of the exposition, yesterday 
morning. 

The letter was from Venezuela, and it 
bore the agreeable announcement that that 
republic had deqided to be represented at 
Atlanta's great tion in a manner be- 
fitting that productive country. 

The letter was read with pleasure at ex- 
position headquarters, It was a quick re- 
sponse to the invitation sent to the presi+ 
dent by Mr. Collier, and it shows how will- 
ing the republic of the lower America will 
be to join in Atlanta’s exposition. The 
action of Venezuela may. be taken as an 
indication of what the other countries wiil 
do. The object of the exposition appeals 
directly to their interest, and to their pride, 
and it will be a poor country, indeed, that 
will miss the opportunity to show to the 
world what it can do. 

The letter from President Rojas was in 
Spanish, and it was made out by some of 


the attaches of the office that the president 
had dectded to accept President Collier's 
invitation. The exposition management 
did not get the full benefit of the sentiments 
of the Venezuelan ruler until after the let- 
ter was done into Englgh by a competent 
hand. Here is the English of it: 

“Caracas, Se ber 26.—Sir: By the ex- 
alted medium of the United States legation, 
the minister has received a letter address 
ed to the president of the republic of Vene- 
zuela, conveying an invitation from _ the 
International and Cotton States exposition 
to be held at Atlanta in the month. of Sep» 
tember, 1895. 

“High and laudable are the purposes of 
this rivalry which is to bring closer to- 
gether the commercial relations of the Unit, 
ed States with the republics of Central and 
South America. Venezuela views, with spe- 
cial interest, the invitation which has been 
directed to her, and will try to accept, as 
that is the desire of the president of tha 
republic, in whose name I have the honor 
to address you this reply. 

“If unforeseen obstacles do not intervene 
against the intention of the executive it 
will be done in a manner corresponding to 
the position which Venezuela occupies in 
the western hemisphere as a productive re- 


blic. 

“I impress the opportunity to present to 
the president of the ex tion the assur- 
ance of my distinguished consideration, 

“P, Ezequiel Rojas.”

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A, v. Ballew Put on Trial in the Federal 
Court Yesterday. 


HE COLLECTED A NEGRO’S PENSION 


Retaining Too Much of the Proceed, and 
Doing This, It Is Claimed, by Fraud. 
It Will Be Concluded Today. 


The two Ballews, father and _ son, 
charged with defrauding an old negro wo- 
man by retaining as their fee nearly half 
the entire sum of pension money collected 
for her from the United States government, 
are now in attendance on the federal court 
and A. W. Ballew, the elder, ig on trial. 

The defendant is a middle aged man, ap- 
parently about fifty years old. His hair is 
sprinkled with gray and a rather heavy 
mustache covers his lip. He is not by any 
means an unattractive man, but, on the 
contrary, is rather good looking. 

It ig charged in the bill of indictment 
that he collected for his client, Lucy Bur- 
rell, the sum of $3,774.34 as pension money 
from the government, her husband having 
been a volunteer in the colored troops dur- 
ing the war. 

The amount charged by the attorney and 
deducted from the pension money, it is 
claimed, was something in the neighborhood 
of $1,800. It is further charged that this 
fee was secured illegally and by the per- 
petration of a fraud against the United 
States government and the old negro wo- 
man. 

Colonel W. C. Glenn and Colonel 8. A. 
Darnell represent the defendant and Colo- 
nel T. W. Rucker, the assistant district 
attorney, is toodking ‘after the govern- 
ment’s side. 

The Jury Selected. 

The morning was occupied in legal dis- 
putes over the several indictments and 
true bills against the defendant. As soon 
as this was concluded the following jury 
was selected: 

John H. Floyd, A. R. Davidson, Charles 
M. Turner, H. H. Penny, J. D. Lassiter, 
Alex C. Smith, H. W Thomas, T J. Tay- 
lor, J. W. Jones, William W. Pool, M. F. 
Barnes and Paul E. Martin. 

It Was nearly 2 o’clock when the jury was 
impaneled and only a short time wag al- 
lowed for the introduction of testimony 
before the close of the day’s session. 

A number of witnesses were sworn for 
the prosecution. The only one for the 
defense wag Hurley Ballew, the son of 
the defendant. He is a young man and 
appears to be about twenty-five years old. 

Mr. King’s Testimeuy. 

The first witness introduced for the pros- 
ecution was the president of the Merchants’ 
National bank of Rome, Ga., Mr. Jacy 
King. This was the bank on which the gov- 
ernment’s check for the amount of the 
pension money was drawn. ; 

Mr. King testified that the defendant 
called at the office of the bank to know if 
he could get a check cashed for one of 
his clients, naming the amount for which 
it was drawn. The president gave him to 
understand that he could, and on the first 
day of the week following he came to the 
bank with a negro woman. Her name was 
Lucy Burrell. The check was payable to 
her order, and the amount for which it was 
drawn was $3,774.34. It was properly en- 
dorsed, the negro woman having made her 
mark in the presence of witnesses. The 
money was paid to her. The witness fur- 
ther testified as to the presentation of a 
check for $1,800, payable to the defendant. 
On the cross examination he testified that 
his transactions with the defendant were 
purely those of a business character. As 
to the defendant's character it was fairly 
good. He had no personal knowledge of 
anything against the defendant. 

Examined again by the government’s at- 
torney, the witness testified that he had 
heard of other pension troubles in which 
the defendant was interested, but not 
until proceedings had been instituted 
against him. 

The next witness was A. F. Fitzpatrick, 
the pension examiner. He testified that he 
had made a ‘thorough investigation of the 
matter, including the government’s corre- 
spondence with the defendant and the 
latter’s connection with the pension busi- 
ness. He testified that in a conversation 
the defendant stated that he was anxious to 
have the case dropped, as he thought it 
would affect his standing as an attorney 
and would no doubt result in his being 
disbarred. He also claimed that his ‘son 
who was. about to get married, had noth- 
ing to do with the matter, and that he was 
prepared to shoulder the entire responsi- 
bility. As the government’s agent it was his 
(the examiner’s) duty to examine into the 
matter and make a report. He had made 
a thorough investigation as to the de- 
fendant’s character and thought it was 
bad. 

On cross examination he testified that he 
was moved by no ill will against the attor- 
ney. lt was his duty to ascertain the char- 
acter of the defendant. He was then asked 
by Colonel Glenn if he was not instru- 
mental in the circulation of rumors con- 
cerning the defendant and in this way try- 
ing to make a character for him instead 
of finding out the character he already 
possessed. To this the defendant gave a 
negative reply. 

This, of course, is the. government’s side 
and further: testimony will be introduced 
this morning.

The general council convened in special 

session yesterday afternoon at 3 o'clock. 

The call for the meeting was issued by 
Mayor Goodwin, and after Mayor ‘Pro Tem. 
Broyles had called the meeting to order the 
call was read. It showed that the meeting 
had been called for the purpose of dispos- 
ing of*the application of Stewart & Bowden 
for a building permit on Marietta street at 
Bartow. 

That matter hag been before the council 
for several weeks, and at the last meeting 
it wag referred to the fire department com- 
mittee. That committee heard from all of 
the parties and then perfected a report in 
which they granted the builuing permit to 
the applicants. Immediately after the 
mayor pro tem. called the meeting to order 
there was a roll call showing a quorum 
present. Mr. Boyd moved that action on 
the report be deferred until the next meet- 
ing of the council. Mr. Stockdell being as- 
sured tha't the committee had heard from all 
parties, and that the report wag favorable, 
wanted immediate action. The motion to 
postpone action until the next meeting of 
the general council was adopted and then 
the body adjourned. 

The meeting was the shortest on-.record, 
not more than ten minutes naving been 
consumed in the session. 

Messrs. Stewart & Bowden, whoare ask- 
ing for the building permit, are annoyed at 
the delay. They are now ready to begin 
work, and if assured that a permit will not 
be granted at the place designated, will 
seek another point for their building.
